The Daughters of Liberty presented the 


public school with a handsome flag on 
Saturday evening. Hon. Robert M. Yard- 
ley accepted the flag to behalf of the 
schools in a brief speech. The presenta- 
tion marked the fourth anniversary of the 
society. 


A piece of silk, 12*18 inches, on which 


is printed the delaration of the Anti- 
Slavery Convention held in Philadelphia 
in 1830, and containing the names of sixty 
piominent participants in the convention, 
has been piescnted to the Historical So- 
ciety by Mrs. Elizabeth 0. P. Miller, of 
Yardley. It was found in an old aban- 
doned house. 


At a meeting of the County Commis- 


sioners on Monday a communication was 
loceived from John 0.

He slipped and fell on the pave- 
ment on Court stieet near Pine and sus- 
tained a fracture of the left leg near the 
ankle. 
He was removed to the home of 


his son, Jailer Arthur 0. Wright. Com- 
missioner Wrignt was attending a meeting 
of the Board on Monday. 


One of the pleasant social events of the 


past week was a euchre given by Mrs. 
Robert M. Yardley on Thursday evening 
at her home on Court street. A large 
number of guests spent a delightful even- 
ing in contesting for the prices, which 
were won by Miss Helen James, Mies 
Brooksie Gentry, 
Irvln M. James and 


Joseph W. Shelly, Esq. 
The rooms were 


beautifully decorated with roses and car- 
nations. 


Local sportsmen were out early Tuesday 


morning and the poor squirrels were made 
to suffer. 
In every woods where these in- 


teresting cieatnres harbor resounded the 
reports of guns. A far mole interesting 
pastime would be to bunt "them with a 
field glass that their habits might be ob- 
served, but the sportsman will not view 
the matter in that light. In this connec- 
tion it may be said that blanks for licens- 
es of non-iesident gunners in accordance 
with an Act of April 24, 1901, have been 
received at the County Treasurer's office. 
Any person coming into this State on a 
gunning tup is compelled to piocnre a li- 
cense or suffer the penalty provided in the 
Act. 
Each applicant is required to give 


name, residence, height, color of hair, 


color of eyes, completion, etc. William 
E. Wagg, of Lambertville, Superintend- 


nt of the William Mann Paper Company, 
was the first non-resident to procure a li- 
icnse in this county. It was issued by 
Deputy Treasurer Henry Fell. The fee 
'or gunning and hunting in the State is 
$10. 
The fine for the violation of this Act 


is $25. The Act does not pretend to auth- 
orize hunting or shooting upon lands vuth- 
m the State contrary to the wishes of the 
owners thereof. 


Considering the political rancor that ex- 


ists in other parts of the State and the 
contiguity of Philadelphia, where things 
are red hot, Bucks county may be said to 
be having a campaign conspicuous for its 
quiet and undemonstrative character. In 
[act tnis atmosphere of peace and quiet 
prevails generally and is not con Hoed to 
liny party or faction. It is a pretty strong 
indication that there will not be such a 
terrible slashing of tickets as has been 
piedicted. There may be a stay-at-home 
\ote, but this is something the party work- 
ers desiie to guard against. 
They would 


like a little more enthusiasm, which may 
be forthcoming in a few days. In Doyles- 
town the feeling is glowing that it would 
be wise for Republicans to vote straight 
this year. 
The recent serious charges 


made by reform papers in Philadelphia 
concerning each other, and the publica- 
tion of the giave charges made by con- 
spicuous reform leaders, to-wit: Messrs. 
Gordon and McClure, are having their ef- 
fect, and conservath e Republicans who 
first inclined to the reform movement are 
beginning to suspect that there is a deal 
of hypocrisy back of it all. They believe 
it is possible to go from bad to worse, and 
they prefer the regular organization to 
those who would traffic in the name of re- 
form. 
So far as the county ticket is con- 


cerned, not a word has been said against 
the Republican candidates. 
Democrats 


can find no ammunition for this occasion. 
It is also impossible to attack justly the 
party upon its record in this county. 
There has been a clean and economical 
administration of its affairs under Repub* 
liean office holders. The high standing of 
the candidates and the party's record 
make the ticket invulnerable and it should 
receive a large majority. 


A great deal of interest is felt concern- 


ing the vote Judge Yerkes will receive in 
his home county. 
He has been treated by 


the utmost consideration by the Republi- 
can papers of the county and publicly, at 
least, his campaign has not been obstruct- 
ed in the slightest degree. Some people 
profess to believe that Judge Yerkes will 
receive the votes of his friends and oppo- 
nents on the ground that the former will 
desire his advancement while the latter 
hope to see him succeeded on January 1 
by a Republican Judge. There is little 
reason in this sort of theory. The oppo- 
nents of Judge Yerkes do not believe be 
will be elected and they will not vote for 
him, and it may safely be assumed that he 
is not counting on their support. 
More- 


over the result in Bucks would not deter- 
mine the matter. Therefore, 
setting 


aside the suggestion that Judge Yerkes' 
opponents will vote "to get rid of him," 
as it is expressed, the thing to figure on is, 
how many Republicans will support him 
and how many Democrats will cut him. 
And that is a conundrum the Judge, him- 
self, would no doubt like to solve. So far 
any attempts at exact figures are merely 
conjecture, but the weight of opinion in- 
clines to the belief that ho will run be- 
hind his ticket. Speaking of Judge Yerkes 
recalls the fact that the office he occupies 
is the only one in the county held by a 
Democrat and that his term will expire 
ere long. In view of this it is good poli- 
tics to keep the "Row" solidly Republi- 
can, and the members of the party should 
recognize the necessity of getting out the 
full vote in the coming election. It is 
not too eoon to consider this with regard 
to its influence a year or two hence.

There is prob- 
ably no civilized country in the world in 
which the roads are so poor as in the Unit- 
ed State*. In ancient days the Roman 
camp required the Roman road, and these 
sjtlll endure, although they have been im- 
proved by modern engineering. Twenty- 
Bins military roads, having a length of 
68,000 miles, centered in old Rome, and 
ancient Peru and Mexico had good roads, 
which have since perished. 
In the Middle 


Ages roads were neglected, the system 
was introduced which prevailed in this 
country in the early days of giving the 
turnpikes to private companies, which 
were expected to keep them in repair, and 
IB return were permitted to erect toll 
gates. This system yielded notoriously 
poor results, and scarcely better ones have 
attended the system that now so widely 
prevails of intrusting the care of roads to 
lariaers, who work oat their "road tax" 
ondor the supervision of a town official la 
«e slovenly and unscientific a manner that 
their tip* «a4 tabor are waited. 


!• THE 100*1 flELD. 


The Campaign In Bucks county is pro- 


ceeding very quietly and although the 
election is but a few weeks off there haa 
been n» attempt made to arouse the vot 
ers. The chief reason for the apparant 
lethargy is the confidence on the part of 
the Republicans In the election of the tick 
et. Th» local Democratic party has neith- 
er head nor tail and is not expected to 
make much of a movement, and the candi- 
dates of that organization evidently i* 
llze thu improbability of u successful con- 
test and are therefore saving themselves 
from an expenditure of either time or 
money in prosecuting a hopeless campaign.

THE STATE CAMPAIGN. 


Since the Republicans came into power in 
Pennsylvania they have paid off about for- 
ty millions of Democratic debt besides al 
of the added cost of the civil war.

From these sorccs we receive a 


revenue of more than sixteen millions 
every y< ar. 


Of this revenue a considerable part is 


returned to the counties. 
Between two 


and thrre millions of the tax on money at 
nterest and six millions of school moneys, 
together with a considerable sum derivec 
:rom excise taxes, is returned to the coun- 
;iea and IB disbursed by tbo county au- 
thorities. We annually appropriate near- 
y five millions to the maintenance 01 bos 
>itals and reformatories and penitentiar- 


The schools for soldiers' orphans re 


ceive $200,000 and $120,000 is paid county 
superintendents as salaries. The Judi- 
ciary costs $700,000 and $100,000 is appro- 
priated to the maintenance of the Nation- 
al Guard. 


As no money can be paid out of the 


Treasury except as appropriated, and as 
'or every dollar paid out the State Treasur- 
er must have a voucher in settlement ol 
its accounts it is plain enough to a busi- 
ness man that the charges of wholesale 
robbery made by our opponents can, or 
cannot, be substantiated. To substantiate 
ihose charges it will be necessary for those 
who make them to show that public mon- 
eys have been paid out without an appro- 
priation, or that legal vouchers for pay 
ments are noton file at the Treasury. Such 
charges have been made in the past, but 
nobody has ever shown that they have the 
lightest foundation in fact. 
We must 


herefore set aside such charges as rock- 
essly made for political effect. The effect 
will depend upon the willingness of intelli- 
gent voters to accept them without proof. 
The fact is that the business of the Treas- 
ury is open to any citizen who may wish 
o cast his vote intelligently. The ex- 
pectation of these reckless accusers is that 
he puoule will take their statements as 
act. 


The Republicans have been devoted to 


lebt-paj ing and not to debt creating, 
which makes a world of difference. 
They 


iave paid the Democratic debt, they have 
built hospitals and maintain them gener- 
iusly. They have built reformatory insti- 
uttons, and they have increased the ap 
ropriations for schools twelve fold.

on the ground floor, no more children 
should be admitted into each school room 
than one teacher can carefully overlook, 
correct, instruct and educate. The teach- 
er should be a person of refinement, able 
to speak correctly, and acquainted with 
every pupil and the parents. 
The modern 


dea of big buildings 3 and i stories high 
is erroneous, dangerous in case of fire or 
contagious diseane and corrupting to tbe 
morals and speech of the children. The 
room should be well ventilated, not too 
large for the members, and separated from 
other buildings. Such places 
can be 


obtained in every precinct in tbe State at 
very reasonable cost. Tbe teacher should 
daily at the commencement of each session, 
examine and correct tbe conversation of 
the students in common parlance— in all 
ordinary and every-day use of language. 
The teacher can in this way ascertain the 
house influences and training of the student 
Whenever the child says "I seen him," 
the teacher knows that that child must be 
corrected at once; and every such, or else j 
the contamination will run through the 
nhole school; for children are creatures of 
imitation. 
Let the teacher say it is not 


proper to say "I seen him. You must say 
I saw him; or I have seen him or I have 
not seen him; but it ie never proper to say 
I have saw or I have not saw him." I al-, through, 
ways found with my children and grand- 
children that as soon as they commenced 
to fto to our public schools where hund- 
reds congregate, 
we always had great 


trouble at home to keep them from falling 
into these errors picked up in the associat- 
ions with promiscuous crowds of boys and 
girls. 


Hence I say a school'to be perfect must 


be small in numbers and must have a re- 
fined and eduated teacher. 
The drill 


should be continued till the conversation 
of the children is reduced to the proper 
use of wotds in conversation. Children 
should be taught to say good morning or 
good evening; not to bellow hallo or so- 
long; and to use the proper words in all 
daily exercises and duties. It is hard to 
break up bad habits. Children imitate 
what they hear and see. They soon learn 
to swear. They need no teacher in pro- 
fanity. They hear it, they use it because 
it is generally emphatic. Now let the 
teacher be just as emphatic. 
The precept- 


or should constantly call the pupils into 
conversation, and instantly correct every 
error; listen to the children at plav. Note 
their salutations, their shouts and their 
slang. Few books should be used; good 
plain, strong, easy books. And above all 
the school should be attractive. 
The beat 


methods of teaching geography and many 
other studies are by singing and by maps. 
The object of the common school educa- 
tion is to furnish a complete rudimentary 
education in the English language and 
mathematics, reading and writing. After 
a child once learns the correct use of lang- 
uage in conversation, learns to write and 
read and make the combinations of figures 
we employ, the scholar will gather know- 
ledge from books and all other sources and

But much 
reading of good books and good newspapers 
will soon accustom the eye to the mode of 
spelling in vogue among tbe best authors. 


High schools as they are called now, 


may be supported for purposes of higher 
education. 
If the children have years to 


spend at school of course their education 
will be more extended, and schools for this 
course of proceeding will be necessary. 
But whatever 
course gives the most 


thorough and accurate grammar, plain 
history, elocution and composition, is the 
proper course to pursue with children who 
attend tbe common schools. 


Those boys who have to work several 


months in the year, should not be burdend 
with superfluous books, and a complica- 
tion of studies. This is the idea of the 
system. It is not a college for professors 
to loll in cushioned chairs and read and 
lecture on Latin, Greek, French 
and 


Spanish and the abstruse sciences; nor is 
it a work shop for boys to learn trades. 


I believe tbe boys and girls who never 


had any other education than that given 
in the primary schools, came upon the 
field of action as well equipped, where 
they had good minds and studious habits, 
as any of the graduates of your high 
schools- And I can cite numerous auth- 
orities to sustain my view of the case. 


Every man of experience will tell these 


children of today that all they want is a 
good education in the essential branches, 
and after that each boy must educate him- 
self. 
We must read and study all our 


lives. The world is full of books; there 
is no difficulty to get an education if the 
boy hungers after it. There is plenty of 
food for his appetite. Much of the stuff 
taught in school is never heard of after- 
ward, and is never applied in the duties of 
life. Children must understand that their 
school days and school books are only to 
lay a foundation for education. 
No boy 


can be educated at school—he can only be 
placed in command of such principles as 
will enable him to educate himself—and 
that will occupy his life time. Oato 
learned 
Greek at 80. Many scholars 


reaped their richest treasures and rewards 
after they bad passed three score years 
and ten.

The Wilmington Steamboat Company,

Hon. 
Amos Briggs. 


Former Judge Amos Bnggs, of Tully- 


town, was the subject of the following 
sketch which appeared last week in the 
Philadelphia Evening Item: 


Ev-JudgeBnggstmshad the distinction, 


rare in the changing kaleidoscope of pub- 
lic affairs, of having twice refused the 
office of Judge at the Imnds of the Re- 
publican party, and of having on one of 
these two occasions named the party's 
nominee.- The 
incident 
happened 
in 


September, 1861, at a time when the Re- 
publican organization in convention as- 
sembled named Mr. Briggs as their choice 
for judge of the District Court of Phila- 
delphia to succood Juago Stroud, whose 
term was about to expire. Mr. Briggs, 
when apprised of the action of the conven- 
tion, requested that body to reconvene in 
order that he might lay before it his 
reasons for declining the nomination. 
The convention did so, and a motion was 
made that Mr. Briggs' declination 
be 


accepted. The motion was promptly voted 
down and a committee named to ask Mr. 
Briggs to appear in person before the 
convention. Although urged to reconsider 
and to accept, Mr. Briggs persisted dn his 
refusal to allow the use of his name, and 
in a short but nithy speech suggested to 
the delegates that they could not do better, 
in his opinion, than to renominate Judge 
Stroud. The convention promptly acted 
on the suggestion and Judge Stroud, 
thanks to Mr. Briggs' extraordinary mag- 
nanimity, was named lie own successor. 


Ex-Judge Amos Briggs was born in the 


Quaker settlement of Penn's Manor, in 
the county of Bucks, of th's State, January 
22, 1825. 
He attended the day schools of 


that locality until his eighteenth year, at 
which period he became a teacher in the 
school of which he had been a pupil. 
In 


August, 184G, when about twenty-one, he 
left the thorny paths of the pedagogue to 
become a student at law in the office of 
William R. Dickinson, which office he left 
in turn one year Inter to further pursue 
his studios under Theodore Cuyler, upon 
whose motion in October, 1848, Mr. Briggs 
was regularly admitted to the bar. 


He continued thereafter in successful 


practice until 1872, nt which time he was 
nominated and elected by the Republican 
party a Judge of the District Court. 
In 


January, 1875, Judge Briggs was trans- 
ferred to Common Pleas, No. 4, where he 
served until the expiration of his term. 
In the Fall of 1882 Judge Briggs was re- 
nominated by the the Republican conven- 
tion, but at the election which followed 
was defeated by Hon. Michael Arnold, the 
Democratic candidate. 


Prior to his elevation to the judicial 


office Judge Briggs served with distinction 
as a member of Common Council, to which 
body he was elected in October, 18C3. In 
Councils he was a prominent figure in de- 
bate, 4>nd notwithstanding the fact that 
it is against custom to appoint new mem- 
bers to important committee trusts, was 
made chairman of the responsible com- 
mittee on highways. Nine months later 
he resigned, finding it impossible to give 
proper attention both to city affairs and 
his own private practice. 


As a Judge Mr. Briggs decided in ac- 


cordance with the highest traditions of his 
profession some of the most important 
litigation tried during that period. 
His 


opinions were regarded as models of lucid 
and fluent English. 


Since his retirement from the bench 


Judge Briggs has been more or less actively 
engaged in the practice of his profession; 
is the master of a large and lucrative 
practice and is one of the most respected 
and 
public-spirited of 
Philadelphia's 


eminent citizens. He has one son, Frank, 
who is a well-known member of the junior 
bar.

Fidelity Council's "House Warming." 


On last Thursday evening Fidelity Coun- 


cil, No. 21, Jr. O. U. A. M., neld a "house 
wanning" in its new lodge room in the 
postoffice building. 
Several months ago 


when William E. Doron had under con- 
templation the erection of a new building 
for the postofflce, he submitted a proposi- 
tion to Fidelity Council, regarding the 
building of a second story to be used as a 
lodge room and the fixing up of the base- 
ment for a bannqueting hall, which prop- 
osition was subsequently accepted and the 
meeting last week was to take formal pos- 
session of the new quarters. The members 
had been notified by postal card and a 
large crowd was in attendance. 
A short 


session of the council was held and at its 
conclusion the special exorcises began. 
Gustav Bacharach, a prominent member of 
the order from Philadelphia, delivered an 
entertaining address. He was followed by 
Rev. 
E. E. Burriss, of Chester, whose re- 


marks were both eloquent and inspiring. 
Mr. Burriss became a member of the coun- 
cil while stationed here as pastor of the M. 
E. Church and greatly endeared himself 
to his brethern, by his patriotism and in- 
tense love for his country. Several piano 
solos by Prof. DeLong. of Philadelphia, 
and numerous selections on a phonograph 
manipulated by F. T. Chambers, made up 
the balance of the programme. Refresh- 
ments wore served at the conclusion. Just 
prior 
to adjournment an 
interesting 


statement of the financial condition of 
the Council was made by Doron Green. 
The Council was worth at last report over 
$10,000, most of which has been Accumu- 
lated through investments in building as- 
sociations. At present the holdings of 
the Council in the various associations ag- 
gregate eighty-three shares, which ire 
worth over $fi,000. 
AH of these shares 


will mature within the next ten years and 
if prosperity, continues to attend the Coun- 
cil, it will not be many years before this 
society will be the richest beneficial or- 
ganization in Bristol. If the 83 snares are 
maintained until maturity, the amount 
derived therefrom will be $16,600 which 
added to the amount, $4,000 now otherwise 
invested will make the total worth of the 
Council nt the end of ten years, $20,600. 
The new lodge room is n model of neatness 
nnd beauty, with every convenience nec- 
essary to make it attractive and popular. 
The room is equipped with combination 
gas and electric fixtures and a beautiful 
chandelier is suspended from the ceiling in 
the centre. The presiding officers chair is 
situated in the eastern end of the building 
and is elevated, resembling a throne. The 
ante-rooms are built at the opposite end. 
All the furniture is made of oak and har- 
monizes with the carpet which is a light 
coru with flowered border. Two pianos 
are in the hall on iiial. The basement 
when completed will be a fnlly equipped 
banqueting hall with kitchen complete. 
Two tenants for the lodge room have al- 
ready been secured, one of which, now oc- 
cupies the hall on Tuesday evenings. The 
other tenant will move in the first of the 
year. The low i^ice asked for the room, 
one hundred dollars per year, including 
ice water in summer, and the gratuitous 
use of the lower room twice a year, togeth- 
er with the beautiful environments cannot 
help but attract tenants and make the in- 
vestment a profitable one. 
Fidelity Coun- 


cil was instituted November 22, 1882, with 
thirty charter members. During the first 
five years of its existence its progress was 
slow but after its fifth anniversary it re- 
ceived a boom, since which time it has 
occupied a prominent place among the se- 
cret benevolent societies of Bristol. Al- 
though by thrift, economy and judicious 
investments this organization has amassed 
considerable wealth yet it has not by any 
means been stingy or mean. During the 
past fourteen years this society has pre- 
sented fifteen flags to the public schools of 
Bristol and vicinity, besides supplying 
poles for three of the Bristol school hous- 
es. The schools of Bristol have also been 
the recipients of a handsome present of 
seventeen Oxford Teacher's Bibles, with 
flexible covers, from this society, within 
the past three years. A worthy appeal for 
aid is never ignored and the generosity of 
the Council is known all over the State. 
Now that the Council is comfortably set- 
tled in its new home its many friends wish 
for it a continuous season of prosperity 
and success. 


United Labor League Opposes Judge 


Verkes. 


In a series of resolutions the United 


Labor League, of Philadelphia, has put it- 
self on record as opposed to thu candidacy 
of Judge Harmon Yerkes for Judge of the 
Supreme Court because of his action in 
connection with the trial of the striking 
street car men of 1895, and pledged itself 
to do all in its power to encompass his 
defeat at the polls. 


The resolutions read as follows: 
Whereas. At and during the strike of 


the railway employes in Philadelphia, in 
December, 1895, certain members of the 
Amalgamated Association of Street Car 
Men were arrested; 


Whereas. The cases were called for trial 


before Judge Harmon Verkes, Judge of 
the Bucks county courts, but then sitting 
in the Court of Quarter Sessions in Phila- 
delphia county, and in the trial of these 
men Judge Yerkes was unnecessarily se- 
vere, and so charged the jury that the men 
were convicted, to the great injury of the 
Railroad Men's Assoiation, and the cause 
of labor in general, and 


Whereas. 
The said Judge 
Harmon 


Yerkes is now a candidate for Justice of 
the Supreme Court of Pennsylvania on 
the Democratic and Union party tickets, 
and his election to the said office would 
be injurious to the principles of this or- 
ganization, and the cause of labor gener- 
ally; therefore be it 


Resolved. 
That the 
United 
Labor 


League of Philadelphia and vicinity op- 
pose the election of the said Judge Har- 
mon Yerkes to the office of Justice of the 
Supreme Court of Pennsylvania, and call 
upon all labor organizations in Pennsyl- 
vania and those who sympathize with the 
cause of labor by all honorable means to 
aid us in this laudable object.

Amendment One to Article Eight, Section One. 


Add at the end ot the IIrut paragraph of MI d 


section, alter the words "elmll he entitled to 
vote at all elections," the words "subject how- 
ever to such laws requiring and regulating tho 
registration of electors He the General Asnornbty 
may enact," so that tbe said section shall read 
as lollows: 


Section 1. Qualifications of Electors. Every 


male citizen twenty-one years of age, possessing 
tbe following qunliticutionH, shall be entitled to 
vote at nil elections, subject however to such 
laws lequinng and regulating the iegit>tratloii of 
electors as the General Assembly may enact: 


1. He shall uavc been a citizen of the United 
States at least one month. 


2. He shall have resided In the State one vear 


(or, having previously been a qualified elector or 
native born citizen of the State, he shall have 
removed 
therefrom 
and returned, then six 


month?,) Immediately preceding the election. 


3. He shall have lesided in the election dis- 
trict whoie he shall otl'er to vote at lea»t two 
months Immediately preceding the election. 
4. If jwenty-ttto years of ajje and upwards, 


he shall have paid wilhin two >ears a State or 
county tax, which Hhall have been a^sci'sed at 
least two months and paid at least one month 
before the election, 
Amendment Two to Article Eight, Section Seven. 


Strike out trom Kind section the words "but no 


elector shall be deprived of the privilege of vot- 
ing by icason of his name not being registered," 
anil add Ui haid section the following words, "but 
laws regulating and requiring the registration of 
electuis may bo enacted to apply to cities only, 
provided that such laws be uniform for cities ol 
the same class," no that the said sect.on shall 
read as follows: 


Section 7. Uniformity of Election Laws—All 
laws regulating the homing of elections bv the 
citlzensor for the registration ot electors shall be 
uniform thiout/hout the State hut laws regulat- 
ing and requiring the regl tratlon of electors 
may be enacted to apply to cities only, provided 
that sucli laws hi' uniform for cities ol the same 
class.

The following is an excellent cleansinj 


ball to prepare for use on clothes anc 
woolen fabrics generally, says What to 
Eat: 


Dissolve a bit of. white soap the sizi 


of an egg in enough alcohol to cover it 
Mix in the yolks of three eggs and 
tablespoonfnl of oil of turpentine. Worl 
in fullir's earth until it becomes stit 
enough to form into balls and let them 
irj. 
When yon wish to remove a stain 


moisten the fabric with a little water 
rub the ball well in, let it dry and brush 
off the powder. 


There are three classes of stains th 


balls cannot remove—ink, iron rust ant 
fruit stains. 
For ink, pour ovar milk 


and ai It becomes discolored absorb i 
wjth blotting paper. 
Then wash ou 


well with, tepid water and castlle soap 
If on whltl goods, lemon juice and com 
mon wit, often renewed and placed in 
tbe inn, are most efficient.

'I suppose the condition of your heart 


prevents you from running?" 


"Yes, and any form of severe physical 


exercise. I wouldn't run a block for 
$50,000. I am never in a hurry to catch 
a car. I usually take from two to three 
minutes to walk up the stairs of the ele-

'What effect does heart trouble have 


upon the mind?" 


"Well, I suppose that depends upon the

Suppose, good reader, yon were a 
young Basuto and had been smitten by 
the sight of a pretty face (the Basuto 
idea of beauty is quantity; the lady must 
be fat—very fat—or ehc has no chance of 
being considered beautiful), you would be 
an aggressor against the laws of etiquette 
were you to speak to her, though you 
might look at her admiringly. Should the 
attraction prove irresistible, your proper 
course of procedure would be to hjfnt np 
some old lady friend—if a mutual friend 
BO much the better—and confide to her 
rour wish to settle down arid marry that 
particular fair one, begging her to ar- 
•ange everything for you as soon as pos- 
sible. This she would gladly do, taking 
:he first opportunity to call on the mother 
or friends of the wished for bridp. 
The 


two ladies would then talk it over, dis- 
cussing ways and means and your posi- 
;ion in Basuto society. A large amount 
of tact is necessary, as tbe mother of the 
lady must be convinced that the marriage 
is in every way desirable. If yonr friend 
could convince her that such was the 
case, you might consider that fortune 
smiled on your cherished plans. 


To secure to the lady of yonr choice the 


full rights of a wife you would pay ove* 
to your future father-in-law so many 
bead of cattle, according to agreement, 
which is always based on the supposed 
value of the bride, her social position, per- 
sonal appearance, height, size, beauty, 
etc. This transfer of cattle makes bind- 
ing the marital contract, securing the 
woman from ill treatment at tbe hands ol 
her husband; for, should he ill use her 
she may return to her father or guardian 
ind so the man loses both his wife nne 
his oxen. The parents of your wife wculc 
argue that the payment of cattle was the 
very least you could do to recompense 
them for all the terrible anxieties nnd ex 
pense that dtiey had gone to in bringing 
up their daughter for you. Nor do the 
Basuto ever alter in this respect; even 
should they become Christians their 
chiefs compel the payment of cattle for 
their wives. 
Of couifce, herein lies the 


explanation of tbe joy manifested at the 
birth of a girl in a Basuto family. She is 
taken np and exhibited by her grand 
mother, who first slnps her and then 
kisses ber7 saying: "Luck! Prom this 
child come many herds of cattle!" The 
birth of n boy, on the other hand, is de- 
plored, for he is regarded as an expensive 
and unprofitable trouble. 


But to resume. 
Being now a son-in- 


law you must have a care how you deport 
yourself toward your father-in-law, as 
you will be expected to take a subservient 
position in regard to him. He may send 
for you at any hour of the day or night 
to do all kinds of menial work, nnd yon 
may refuse only at your peril. He cnn 
require you to picpare skins; biay, dry 
and clean them for him; plow his fields, 
sow seeds and attend to his crops; in fact, 
you are virtually his servant. For.the 
first year after your marriage you would 
not take your wife far away from her 
father's home, but would dwell with her in 
a kraal close to her parents. On the birth 
of the first child you would perform the 
ceremony of mokadee, which consists in 
presenting your mother-in-law with a cer«- 
tain number of cattle. 
Until this time 


you are not allowed to speak to your 
mother-in-law, or even to look at her; 
should you meet her unexpectedly, polite- 
ness and custom mnke it necessary that 
you should bide your bead. 


As a Basuto you need not limit your 


attentions to one wife, although you 
would distinguish your favorite lady as 
your "chief" wife, and it is her children 
who inljorit, her son being known as the 
"great" son.—Cham'bers* Journal.

THE HARPOON GUN. 


A Formidable Weapon That In Cied 


OB tbe Blue Whale. 


To pursue the blue whale successfully 


a boat is required that can steam 12 
knots an hour and which is furnished 
with a formidable weapon known as the 
harpoon gun. 


Tbe harpoon gun Is a ponderous piece 


of apparatus placed on a raised platform 
on the prow of the whal«r and consists of 
a short, stout cannon, mounted on a broad 
pedestal, on which it can rotate horizon- 
tally. The gun has also a vertical mo- 
tion and can be turned quickly hi what- 
ever direction the prow of the ship domi- 
nates. On the top of the gun are "sights" 
for aiming, just as in a rifle. Behind is 
the stock, which is grasped in the hand 
when firing" the gun, and beneath it the 
trigger. The breech is a boxlike arrange- 
ment situated just where the stock ia 
fastened to the gun proper. The gun ia 
loaded in the ordinary way from the muz- 
zle, and the harpoon Is tightly rammed 
Into it. To discharge the gun a small car- 
tridge, with 8 wire attached, is first put 
into the bceech. Pressure on the trigger 
causes a pull on the wire, which ignites 
the cartridge and discharges the gun si- 
multaneously. 


The harpoon Is about six feet In length 


and very massive. It consists essentially 
of three parts—the anterior conical por- 
tion, the movable barbs and the shaft. 
The anterior conical piece is an explosive 
shell filled with -gunpowder and screws on 
to the rest of the harpoon. The explosive 
shell is fired with a time fuse after the 
harpoon is imbedded In the whale. 


Behind the explosive conical piece lie 


the four barbs, situated at right angles 
to each other. These barbs are always 
bound down tightly together with thin 
rope when the harpoon is going to be dis- 
charged. As the harpoon penetrates the 
flesh of the whale this rope gets brushed 
oft the barbs and In doing so pulls a wire, 
which sets fire to the fuse and it explode* 
the shell in a few seconds. The shell 
gets blown to pieces and makes a terrifit 
wound in the whale's Interior, and tht 
explosion causes the four barbs to stand 
out so that it becomes impossible for the 
harpoon to be withdrawn. The rest of 
the harpoon consists of a long shaft with 
a slot in it, in which n ring moves freely 
with the rope attached. 


If the whale is at all well hit, the har- 


poon gets Imbedded abont five feet, and 
unless the rope breaks the animal cannot 
escape. The rope, which is a very stout 
one, passes from the harpoon on to a 
round tray in front of the gun, where a 
coil of 50 feet or so lies. It then passes 
backward over a pulley on to the dram of 
a double steam winch supplied with an 
Immensely powerful brake. 


Taken all in all the harpoon gun Is 


abont the most exquisitely cruel instru- 
ment of destruction devised by the in- 
genuity of man! But it is only when one 
sees and knows the prodigious brute It fa 
meant to destroy that one realizes that it 
is nevertheless none too effective. 
The 


gun Is never discharged at a greater dis- 
tance than 50 feet and seldom, Indeed, at 
more- than 30 from the whale. To be able 
to get so near requires not only very fine 
seamanship, but a very Intimate knowl- 
edge of the habits of the animal.—Fear- 
ion's Magazine.
